Relive the excitement of Muse’s Drone World Tour 
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‘Routine operation left 
me unable to move arm’ 

Patient tells how she endured four months of agony after surgery

A HARLOW woman says her life 
has been “ruined” after a routine 
operation left her unable to move 
her arm for more than four 
months. 

Joanne Grainger, 39, went into 
A&E at Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital complaining of stomach 
pains on Sunday, February 4. 

A CT scan revealed that Joanne, 
who also has polycystic kidneys, 
had a hernia in her belly button 
and required a routine opera¬ 
tion. 

Knowing that Joanne has kid¬ 
ney problems, doctors ran further 
tests to ensure it was safe for her 
to have the operation. 

The operation was due to go 
ahead the same day; however, sur¬ 
geons decided to wait until the 
next day. 

Joanne said: “They was going 
to operate that night and they 
decided ‘well, no, we’ll let you get 
some rest and we’ll do the oper¬ 
ation first thing in the morning’. 

“The next morning, I went 
down to the theatre -1 think it was 
about 8.30am - as far as I know, 
they said everything went OK.” 

Concern 

However, after the surgery, 
Joanne’s health began to decline - 
prompting concern from her fam¬ 
ily. 

“I don’t remember anything 
after the surgery - nothing at all,” 
continued Joanne. 

“I went back to the ward, this is 
what my mum’s telling me, and 
for the next three to four days 
after the operation I started going 
downhill. 

“I started going in and out of 
drowsiness, talking gibberish and 
sending weird texts that didn’t 
make any sense. 

“Every time my mum [came up 
to visit] I’d be asleep or just not be 
making any sense or conversation 
and not looking right. 

“My mum kept asking the sis¬ 
ter, ‘please, can you get a doctor, 
because she doesn’t look right - 
that’s not her’. 

“And all they kept saying was 
‘no, she’s fine, it’s just the 
morphine’.

“’She’s just sleepy - she’s just 
this, she’s just that’.” 

Joanne explained that, before 
her surgery, a doctor had told her 
that she should be home within 24 
to 48 hours as he had done a 
similar operation the following 
day and the patient had gone 
home. 

However, Joanne said three to 
four days later she was “still 
unconscious on the ward” and 
four days later her mum asked the 
nurse whether she was aware that 
Joanne’s medication was in her 
room and to check that she wasn’t 
taking it. 

She continued: “The nurse said 
‘no, we weren’t aware, I’m a bit 
worried now. I’ll find out and then 
she said now I’ll get a doctor down 
to see - or something like that’.” 

A doctor attended in the even¬ 
ing and Joanne’s mum, who had 
gone home, was later called back 
after Princess Alexandra Hospit¬ 
al had been in touch with Lister 
Hospital. 

Joanne needed an antidote to 
bring her round as her kidneys 
began to fail. 

“What was happening was my 
kidneys were dying,” she said. 

“Where they had left me so long 
and not looked after me, they’d 
not checked my kidneys and there 
was an overdose in me of 
morphine - my kidneys couldn’t 
take any more morphine.” 

Due to her polycystic kidneys, 
Joanne gradually became 
extremely unwell. 

She said: “My kidneys couldn’t 


take any more and so I’d ended up 
with sepsis, pneumonia and kid¬ 
ney failure. 

“My organs were failing, my 
mum said my heart was slowing 
down, my lungs were giving out 
and my kidneys had failed. I’d 
gone into kidney failure.” 

Joanne said she ended up in 
intensive care on dialysis for two 
days. 

It was when she woke up that 
she noticed that she was unable to 
move her right arm. 

Yet she said that no one has ever 
explained why she is unable to 
move it. 

She said that medical staff had 
told her she would be “able to 
move it in a couple of days” and it 
was likely that it had gone to 
“sleep”. 

Determined to find out what 
had happened, Joanne went for a 
nerve conductive test in May at 
another hospital and, although 
she received the results, she said 
they were in “doctor’s terms” - 
meaning they have never been 
explained to her. 

Yet Joanne asked if a mental 
health nurse, who visited her on 
Monday, July 2, could help inter¬ 
pret the results. 

“What she explained was that 
the nerve that runs down my arm 
into my hand has been torn by 
either being pulled or moved in 
the wrong way,” Joanne contin¬ 
ued. 

“The nerve has been torn which 
works the hand on my arm and 
there’s an operation that can be 


done but you’re only guaranteed 
to get 20 per cent back, if that. 

“I was right-handed - the arm 
can’t move out because of the 
pain.” 

Yet Joanne thinks that the hos¬ 
pital may not want to operate on 
her again after she became so ill. 

She added: “Because what’s 
happened to me in my last oper¬ 
ation they probably wouldn’t 
want to operate on me - so basic¬ 
ally I’m probably never going to 
be able to use my arm again.” 

Joanne has since been left on a 
recliner as opposed to her bed. 

Even though PAH deemed her 
bed to be sufficient enough to 
sleep in, Joanne said it is falling 
apart and her legs hang over the 
end. 

While not bed-bound, Joanne’s 
legs have become very weak and 
she is having physiotherapy to 
build up strength. 

Her husband Paul, 52, has since 
become her full-time carer and 
she also has carers visit her house 


to wash and dress her - which she 
believes she may have to fund 
herself. 

She continued: “They’re saying 
I might have to pay for that myself 
- so because of their incompet¬ 
ence I’ve got to pay for someone to 
come round and wash and dress 
me. 

“My husband has now become 
my full-time carer because apart 
from the carers who come in and 
wash and dress me, my husband 
has to do everything else. 

“Even down to the point of hav¬ 
ing to wipe me when I go to the 
toilet - it’s disgusting, my dignity 
has gone now. I’m 39 years of age 
and I feel like I’m an old woman. 

“I just think they’ve ruined my 
life, basically. I’m not normal any¬ 
more. 

“It’s life-changing for me, I’ve 
got to live like this now for the rest 
of my life having other people look 
after me and do things for me. 

“People wash and dress me and 
stuff like that - it’s disgusting. 
That’s how they’ve left me.” 

Joanne said she has been in 
touch with the Patient Advice and 
Liaison Service (PALS) and the 
ward matron who, she says, said 
to put everything in writing. 

A spokeswoman from Princess 
Alexandra Hospital said: “We are 
deeply sorry for Ms Grainger’s 
experience. 

“In this case we followed Trust 
and PALS (Patient Liaison Ser¬ 
vice) procedure, which is to offer 
to meet with patients and family 
in these circumstances. 

“However, it is trust policy not 
to comment on individual cases. 
We will be working with Ms 
Grainger to support her through 
this process.”

announcement. We would like 
to thank all the employees for 
their continued support and com¬ 
mitment during this difficult 
time. 

“We are keeping staff appraised 
of developments as they hap¬ 
pen.” 

The shop, once closed, will be 
the second empty store on the 
same row of shops within the 
Water Gardens, with the former 
Dorothy Perkins and Evans store 
remaining vacant since last year. 

Mothercare also announced 
this week a further nine outlets 
are to close - taking the total 
number of branches closing to 60 
by June next year.

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What does the Harlow 
Local Plan include? 



THE aim of the plan is to create the perfect mix 
of houses, shops, education, health facilities and 
more in proposals that will see the regeneration 
of the town up until as late as 2033. 

The five themes of the plan are place-shaping, 
housing, prosperity, lifestyles and infrastructure. 

According to an assessment of housing need, 
the plan is to allocate 9,200 homes within the 
Harlow boundary to be built up to 2033, with at 
least 30 per cent affordable housing. 

The aim is to ensure the right infrastructure is 
in place at the right time to support new housing 
and future employment opportunities. 

It also includes proposals to build on Harlow’s 
Garden Town status, Public Health England’s 
relocation, Enterprise Zone developments and 
the new Mil junction 7A. 

Yet a key focus is the need for a new, fit-for- 
purpose hospital serving the town and 
ensuring that community facilities and services 
match Harlow’s needs and ambitions for the 
future. 

Additionally, it sets out a strategy to assist in 
the provision of the Harlow and Gilston Garden 
Communities with East Hertfordshire and Epping 
Forest District Councils. 

The consultation period began on Thursday, 
May 24, and ended on Friday, July 6.

Who are the Harlow Alliance Party?

A LETTER of objection and two peti¬ 
tions containing almost 400 signatures 
have been submitted by a Harlow 
political party against a number of 
proposals that form part of Harlow 
Council’s Local Plan. 

The complaints include a claimed 
lack of evidence for a need for housing 
and building on green spaces. 

The letter and petitions, signed by a 
total of 383 residents, were handed in 
at the Civic Offices on Wednesday, 
July 4, by the Harlow Alliance Party 
(HAP). 

Leader of the HAP, Nich Taylor, 
explained that if a Local Plan is to be 
agreed by a government inspector, it 
will need to pass five tests in relation 
to ‘soundness’. 

HAP believe that the Harlow Local 
Plan fails three of these tests - includ¬ 
ing failing to protect green wedges and 
wildlife. 

“Firstly there is very poor evidence 
in terms of housing need, population 
increases and other elements within 
the plan,” said Mr Taylor. 

“Secondly, is it has insufficient 
plans for the future infrastructure 
which is required to support the level 
of housing being planned within the 
Local Plan. 

“Thirdly, it doesn’t protect the green 
wedges and wildlife site within the 
town as required of the plan.” 

There are a further five issues that 
HAP are also objecting to. 

1. Consultations with local resid¬ 
ents 

The party claim that they found 
very few people who knew of the Local 
Plan. 


THE Harlow Alliance Party (HAP) 
formed in early 2017 and is a 
political party made up of Harlow 
residents. 

The group first came about after 
a number of residents met to 
discuss how they could work 
together to represent the 
various communities within the 
town. 

Since then, they have been 


HAP says that out of the 370 people it 
spoke to, roughly 355 said they had not 
heard of the plan - leaving just a 
handful of people who knew of it 
before HAP knocked on their door. 

The party intend to object to eight 
sites which up until now have been 
playgrounds or green field sites. 

Mr Taylor continued: “We’ve 
spoken to residents primarily living 
within close proximity of those eight 
sites - although not exclusively.” 

They say some had said that if their 
neighbour wanted to build an exten¬ 
sion on their house, the council would 
seek opinion of those living close the 
proposal. 

“You would have thought the coun¬ 
cil would have taken the opportunity 
to talk to residents at an early stage,” 
added Mr Taylor. 

HAP suggests that Harlow Council 
should have consulted with residents 
via the Harlow Times - the council’s 
quarterly magazine delivered to every 
home in Harlow and by holding public 
meetings. 

2. Windfall sites 

Mr Taylor explained that HAP feel 


helping to offer a voice to the 
people who live in the area. 

HAP’s main objectives, 
according to its website, put 
public consultation at the 
forefront and work to ensure that 
both sustainable, affordable 
homes are built, that the 
necessary new infrastructure is in 
place for new homes and that 
open spaces are protected. 


that windfall sites - land or buildings 
that become unexpectedly available 
and so not included in the Local Plan - 
have been ignored. 

He continued: “Whilst it mentions 
that in the Plan, it doesn’t take into 
account the fact that many hundreds 
of properties have already been con¬ 
structed and are likely to be construc¬ 
ted in the future - adding to strain on 
public services such as doctors sur¬ 
geries and at schools.” 

3. Informing not consulting 

HAP believe that the consultation 
exercise is “about informing residents 
and not consulting residents”. 

They say that there is evidence 
already of this with Elm Hatch already 
having sought planning permission 
and the Lister House development 
with a plan out to public consulta¬ 
tion. 

4. Affordability and tenure 

Whether new homes will be truly 
affordable is another question raised 
by the Party, who feel that Elm Hatch 
and Lister House will be two devel¬ 
opments that won’t be available at 
affordable prices. 

“The fourth issue is the question of 
affordability and then tenure type,” 
Mr Taylor said. 

“We believe that council land 
should be used for council houses at 
council rents and already there’s 
evidence on those two sites I men¬ 
tioned where that isn’t going to be the 
case.” 

The party suggests that new homes 
should include a mix of properties to 
meet the housing needs of people at 
various stages of life - including bun¬ 
galows for the elderly. 

Mr Taylor added: “And we also think 
that from talking to residents that 
bungalows show feature on the sites 
where people then can down size to 
more suitable accommodation - thus 
freeing up homes which are presently 
unoccupied. 

“The plan specifically mentions the 
needs of the elderly and people with 
physical impairment but makes no 
reference to providing such accom¬ 
modation.” 

5. Lack of infrastructure plan 

Finally, HAP say that there is a lack 
of an Infrastructure Plan because 



what residents are required to know 
forms part of Epping Forest District 
Council’s (EFDC) Local Plan - and few 
would know to look there. 

The plan, Mr Taylor explained, went 
out to public consultation following a 
meeting held of December 15. 

There was then a six-week consulta¬ 
tion period that ended on January 29. 

He continued: “No one in Harlow 
was advised or consulted on that 
plan despite the fact that hundreds 
of houses will be built immediately 
adjacent to houses and homes in 
Harlow - literally over the back 
fence.” 

The Harlow Alliance Party put an 
objection into the Plan and says that 
they were one of 991 comments and 
objections made against Epping 
Forest’s District Local Plan. 

However, following a judicial review 
the High Court dismissed the legal 
challenge brought by property devel¬ 
opment company CK Properties 
(Theydon Bois) Ltd - allowing for 
EFDC to submit the Local Plan to the 
Secretary of State for independent 
examination. 

Harlow Council has responded to 
the concerns raised by The Harlow 
Alliance Party and remind residents 
that the consultation period ran for six 
weeks - finishing on July 6. 

The council adds that the transport 
corridor proposals are at an early 
stage and so are not detailed. 

A policies map, which has been pub¬ 
lished online along with the pre-sub- 
mission Local Development Plan, only 
shows the route the corridor could 
take. 

Harlow Council, Epping Forest and 
East Herts Council are currently offer¬ 
ing people the chance to have their say 
on proposals for the Harlow and Gil¬ 
ston Garden Town development. 

Councillor Mark Ingall, leader of 
Harlow Council, added: “Harlow’s 
Local Development Plan is a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity to secure 
Harlow’s future with new homes, new 
jobs and new infrastructure which 
together can build a better Harlow for 
all.”

Development plan consultation comes after 
years of work, including independent studies, 
and follows previous public consultation 
activities. 

“This consultation follows Government 
regulations and local people have been given the 
opportunity to have their say. The consultation is 
about the process of developing the plan to this 
point rather than the plan’s contents. 

“All the comments and representations 
submitted will be considered by the council 
before the plan is submitted to the Government 
for independent examination. 

“These comments and all the comments made 
as part of developing the Local Plan will be 
considered at the public inquiry. 

“This will be held at a later date once the plan 
has been submitted later this year. 

“The plan includes findings from an 
independent housing study, which has found 
that 9,200 homes need to be built within Harlow 
up to 2033. 

“Providing more and better housing is our 
number one priority for Harlow. 

“This means we will do what we can to 
provide a range of homes including new 
council houses, affordable homes for rent, 
shared ownership and private to give 
opportunity to all local people who want and 
need a home. 

“Developments which have already been given 
planning permission have been included in the 
plan to reduce the housing need target. 

“The plan also lists potential housing sites 
around the town. 

“However, the inclusion of these sites are 
subject to the plan’s final examination and any 
planning applications coming forward in future. 

“Meeting housing need is not an issue we will 
ignore. 

“It is a challenge to find new places for 
housing in Harlow, therefore the plan proposes a 
number of smaller developments. 

“Work has been carried out to ensure that our 
network of green wedges are protected and that 
there are newly designated green areas as well

as ensuring wildlife sites are protected and 
improved. 

“Under the Government’s duty-to-cooperate 
we have and we will continue to work with our 
neighbours East Herts Council and Epping 
Forest Council. 

“In the Local Plan we have identified the 
infrastructure requirements that will support 
growth and the future regeneration of Harlow 
and across the wider Harlow and Gilston Garden 
Town Communities.

A MAN has been charged with 
possessing a knife in a public 
place following an incident in 
Harlow town centre which led to 
a man being treated for a chest 
injury.

Assault

HARLOW residents have been 
invited to have their say on the 
regeneration of the town centre in 
a series of consultations. 

Harlow Council is creating an 
Area Action Plan - a plan which 
will sit alongside the Local Devel¬ 
opment Plan to guide the future 
regeneration and redevelopment 
of Harlow town centre. 

The regeneration of the town 
has been debated for some time in 
order to fulfil both the retail and 
leisure needs of Harlow resid¬ 
ents.

Shoppers

nesses, land owners and organ¬ 
isations on what they think is best 
for the future of Harlow Town 
Centre. 

Portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment, Councillor Danny Purton 
said: “We are committed to help¬ 
ing to create a vibrant, sustain¬ 
able and successful town centre 
and we’re demonstrating this 
commitment by developing a sep¬ 
arate Area Action Plan. 

“The plan will sit alongside the 
Local Development Plan as an 
important planning document 
and means we can focus attention 
on the development and invest¬ 
ment opportunities that are 
unique to Harlow town centre. 

“We want to see a transform¬ 


ation of the town centre as a place 
not just for the benefit of our 
existing residents but looking 
towards to the 2030s when the 
town's population will have 
grown significantly. 

“It is important that through 
this stage of consultation we get 
the views of as many residents, 
businesses, landowners and 
stakeholders as possible to inform 
and help develop the plan.”

A new state-of-the-art community 
centre has opened following the 
completion of phase one of a new 
housing development set to bring 
almost 350 new homes to Harlow. 

The centre opened as the first 
phase of redevelopment in Staple 
Tye’s The Briars, Copshall Close 
and Aylets Field (the BCA estates) 
came to a close. 

The new community centre, 
part of the multi-million pound 
Atelier development, will provide 
local residents with an opportun¬ 
ity for learning, as well as both 
social and physical activities. 

The first phase sees 33 new 
homes allocated to local people on 
Harlow’s Housing Needs Register, 
with phases two and three seeing 
a further 133 properties allocated 
in the same way. Designed by 
Gardner Stewart Architects and 
in partnership with Countryside, 
Home Group and Harlow Council, 
the multi-million pound Atelier 
development will provide a total 
of 345 new homes.

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New project aims to prevent 
gangs exploiting youngsters 

Company boss hopes that focusing on sport will help tackle drug and knife crime

A NEW project aiming to prevent 
gangs exploiting young children 
is to start in Harlow this Septem¬ 
ber. 

Changing Lives is a project hop¬ 
ing to tackle exploitation, anti¬ 
social behaviour and gang-related 
crime by getting both primary 
and secondary school children 
into sports. 

The idea comes from director of 
Flick Trick Sports David Sim¬ 
mons, 23, who believes that the 
number of young people involved 
in gangs, including those scouted 
to carry drugs and knives, can be 
reduced with a focus on sport. 

He said: “I was doing some 
research and I found out that Lon¬ 
don gangs are coming through on 
the trains and scouting children 
in primary and secondary to join 
their gangs and to pass drugs 
about, carry knives and things 
like that. 

“At the minute it’s not a massive 
problem but it could be a big 
problem.” 

In April this year, The Mirror 
reported that knife crime as a 
whole in the UK, not just 
involving young people, was at the 
highest in seven years. 

Similarly, statistics published 
by the Sunday Mirror at the end of 
last month revealed that nearly 40 
vulnerable children, sometimes 
as young as 12, are arrested every

week over gang drug dealing. 

The statistics found that as 
many as 1,950 children under the 
age of 16 had been groomed by 
‘drug kingpins’. 

With numbers on the rise, 
although not necessarily in Har¬ 
low, Mr Simmons said it is time to 
start making a change. 

“I thought we need to do 


something about it,” said Mr Sim¬ 
mons, who is from Dagenham. 

“I’ve realised that there’s not 
enough people taking responsib¬ 
ility for what they do. 

“I’m just a sports coach but I’ve 
got my own company [and] if I am 
able to help in any way, then I 
will. 

“I am only 23, I haven’t got 


children of my own but I don’t 
want my children to be brought 
up into the world where there’s 
just stabbings every day. 

“I think it’s really important 
now that we stand up and do 
something about it.” 

With the help of friend and fel¬ 
low sports coach Ben Doyle, SK 
Sports director, they have drawn 


up a plan, secured funding from 
Harlow Council and support from 
Essex Police who will run work¬ 
shops. 

Changing Lives will work 
together to provide sporting activ¬ 
ities alongside the likes of Kazen 
Kai Martial Arts, Harlow Rugby 
Club, SK Sports and Flick Trick 
Sports. 

Similarly, a company called 
Link Asset will offer workshops 
that educate children to make 
money correctly and offer 
advice. 
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Mr Simmons will also meet 
with a representative of the NHS 
next week to see about offering 
young people opportunities and 
pathways for them to gain exper¬ 
ience. 

“As we work in the sports 
industry we know that [sport] 
really captures and gets them 
hooked onto something,” contin¬ 
ued Mr Simmons. 

“If we can get them onto a sport 
- we don’t really want them to go 
down that pathway of gangs. 

“At the minute on the news it’s a 
regular occurrence and it’s get¬ 
ting younger and younger - which 
is the scary thing about it.” 

The programme will run at 
Great Parndon Community 
Centre where there are plans for a 
mini-bus to collect the most vul¬ 
nerable children. 

Vulnerable 

Mr Simmons added: “The plan 
is that we’ll get a community mini 
bus and we would pick up those 
vulnerable children and take 
them to the centre. 

“Schools would give us a list of 
children that are the most vul¬ 
nerable and who are actually 
being targeted. 

“We would then put them onto 
our programme, collect them 
from the school and then take 
them to our centre where we 
would be doing the workshops 
and things like that.” 

A scheme will run on Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings from 3pm 
until 6pm.

Bereaved mother of 
stabbing victim appears 
on EastEnders episode

A HARLOW mum, who lost her 
son after he suffered a fatal stab 
wound, has appeared on the 
BBC’s EastEnders as part of a 
knife crime storyline. 

Tommy Jones, who was 16 at 
the time, died in 2006 when a 
single stab wound went through 
his lung, piercing his heart and 
breaking his rib cage after a fight 
broke out outside The Ferndale 
pub in Beckton, London. 

Just days before his death, 
Tommy had found out that he was 
going to be a dad. 

He never met his son, also 
called Tommy, who is now 11. 

Tommy’s mum Melanie Hop- 
wood explained that on August 31, 
2006, Tommy had left Harlow, 
where he was born and raised, to 
visit his cousin. 

“Tommy went to London for the 
day to visit his cousin and a fight 
had broke out in the pub earlier 
that night and Tommy had 
stopped it,” she said. 

“The boy who stabbed him, he 
and his cousin, waited outside the 
pub. 

“When they come out of the pub 
an argument started and Tommy 
ended up getting stabbed.” 

Melanie, who is a mum-of-five, 
received a call saying that Tommy 
had been stabbed and needed to 
get to Newham General Hospital. 

While on her way another 
phone call informed her that 
Tommy’s condition was declin¬ 
ing. 

She continued: “We got to the 
hospital and we had to wait in a 
room and they [doctors] just kept 
coming out. 

Honest 

“I remember them saying all 
different things - a lot of things 
are a bit of a blur to be honest. I 
can’t explain how we felt. Just 
pacing up and down.” 

Medical staff were considering 
moving Tommy to Whitechapel 
Hospital for further treatment, 
but he was pronounced dead at 
2.50am on the morning of Septem¬ 
ber 1, 2006. 

“They wouldn’t let me see him, 
they wouldn’t let me go near 
him,” added Melanie. 

“I waited outside until half past 
five in the morning.” 

The accused was found not 
guilty following a trial and 
Melanie said the pub where the 
incident happened has since 
closed down. 

Since Tommy’s death 12 years 
ago, Melanie said that the pain 
doesn’t get any easier but “you 
have got to carry on”. 

She has since been raising 
awareness of knife crime through 
music events with support from 
the likes of George Ezra, as well as 
talks in schools and on the radio. 

Following her work raising 
awareness, Melanie was 
approached by EastEnders to be 


part of an episode which aired on 
Friday, July 6. 

The episode saw the burial of 
teenager Shakil Kazemi, who died 
after being stabbed by a gang. 

His funeral, which was filmed 
in April, was entwined with real 
life stories and in the final scenes 
saw the families of victims of 
knife crime stood around the buri¬ 
al as Shakil was laid to rest. 

All were holding pictures of 
their lost loved ones. 

Melanie said: “It was really, 
really emotional but we all did it 
and the amount of feedback and 
the affect it’s had has been really 
amazing and so now worthwhile 
doing. 

“It’s brought a lot of things back 
for me and it has made me a bit 
emotional again. 

“That’s why I’ve started being 
busy. It keeps my mind occupied 
and I can’t sit around and think 
about it because otherwise I’d just 
be sitting here in a heap - in a 
mess.” 

The families involved went to a 


screening of the episode of which 
cast members Bonnie Langford 
(Carmel), Danny Walters (Keanu) 
and Zack Morris (Keegan) all 
attended. 

Melanie described the screen¬ 
ing as “emotional” although it 
was more so filming than watch¬ 
ing it. 

“I’m so glad it’s had that impact 
and to people who don’t even 
watch EastEnders,” she contin¬ 
ued. 

Episode 

“They’ve just watched it for 
that episode. 

“All behind the scenes people 
they don’t get enough credit - 
they’re phenomenal. 

“The main people Bonnie Lang¬ 
ford, Keanu, who is Danny Wal¬ 
ters, he comes from Harlow. 

“He said if we need any help or 
anything like that, he’ll always 
help out for anything for Harlow. 
He called it his home town. 

“And Keegan - those three they 
took time out for every single 


family and they turned up for the 
screening. 

“They wanted to know about 
their person and their loved 
one.” 

Melanie now hopes to give more 
talks to children at schools and 
has had interest from Stewards 
Academy. 

Similarly, she stressed the 
importance of having more activ¬ 
ities for young people and edu¬ 
cating children about knife 
crime. 

She suggested a programme 
that could move up through the 
different age groups. 

She also understands that med¬ 
itation can help to bring peace 
and control over emotions if star¬ 
ted at a young age. 

“There’s kids that carry their 
knives to look hard and think of 
themselves as some sort of 
weapon - not what they’ve got. It’s 
the big ‘I am’,” she continued. 

“Then you’ve got another kid 
that might take it because they’re 
scared of these other kids. 


“These children need self- 
defence classes, certain things to 
bring some confidence out and 
ways of dealing with things and 
that’s another thing with bully¬ 
ing. 

“It’s what you can bring in to 
help all different scales of dif¬ 
ferent children because every 
child is different and every child 
has been through different things 
in their lives. 

“Some turn out one way and 
some turn out 

another. 

“Some might have been 
through the same but it doesn’t 
mean to say they’re all going to 
end up the same way.” 

She added that Harlow resid¬ 
ents needs to work together to 
help make a difference within the 
town. 

“We need to take a look at our 
town,” she added. “We need to be 
concentrating on our town. 

“We can’t solve problems for 
the world but everybody’s got to 
pull together.”

THE first look at the Harlow and 
Gilston Garden Town vision has 
been unveiled and it plans to have 
enterprise, health and sculpture 
at its forefront. 

In a static exhibition that first 
opened at Harlow Civic Centre on 
July 2, the new garden town is 
said to be a “joyful place to live 
with sociable streets and green 
spaces; local centres accessible by 
walking and cycling; and innov¬ 
ative, affordable public trans¬ 
port”. 

While the official Gilston Park 
website says plans are initially for 
8,500 homes, East Herts District 
Council, Harlow Council and 
Epping Forest Council say that 
there are plans for 16,000 homes 
by 2033. 

This breaks down into 10,000 
homes in Hertfordshire and the 
remaining 6,000 built on adjoin¬ 
ing land in Harlow and Epping 
Forest. 

A further 7,000 could later be 
added - meaning Gilston Park, 
also referred to as Harlow North, 
has the potential for 23,000 new 
properties. 

So what will these new homes 
be like? 

New homes will form part of six 
new distinctive neighbourhoods 
and villages - all of which will 
have their own character and 
identity between the border of 
Hertfordshire and Essex. 

Self-sufficient 

Although with this in mind, 
inspiration from existing build¬ 
ings including colours, materials, 
form and structure will be taken 
into consideration when design¬ 
ing these new areas. 

Villages and neighbourhoods 
will be self-sufficient with local 
centres and ‘hatches’ including 
shops, restaurants, early educa¬ 
tion, a primary school and com¬ 
munity spaces ready to serve its 
residents within an accessible loc¬ 
ation. 

However, opponents of the 
scheme have argued that the con¬ 
struction of a large number of 
houses in the area would over¬ 
whelm the already overstretched 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
(PAH) and cause congestion on 
the A414 and the roads around 
Gilston. 

Homes are said to be able to 
serve people at various stages of 
life while retaining their ‘high 
quality’. 

The new homes have been wel¬ 
comed by the likes of Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon, providing that the 
correct infrastructure is in 
place. 

He said: “It is important that 


the necessary infrastructure is 
built alongside the development 
and that the surrounding villages 
are protected. 

“However, hardworking resid¬ 
ents of Harlow and villages 
urgently need more housing. 

“I will always represent res¬ 
idents’ views when they have con¬ 
cerns, but I welcome that Harlow 
and Gilston Park will provide 
much-needed homes and regen¬ 
eration for our town.” 

What will Gilston Park bring to 
surrounding areas? 

The Gilston Park Estate web¬ 


site details how surrounding 
areas will be impacted by the 
development and the benefits that 
it could bring. 

Ultimately, Harlow will play a 
vital role and developers say that 
the park will bring thousands of 
jobs and much needed homes for 
residents. 

The website reads: “A £500 mil¬ 
lion package of new infrastruc¬ 
ture benefits will ensure the 
settlement is self-sufficient and 
that it does not place additional 
burden on any of Harlow’s exist¬ 
ing services.”

It could also bring a boost to the 
economy with more locals head¬ 
ing to Harlow as a place of employ¬ 
ment and to use its shops and 
facilities. 

However, The Harlow Alliance 
Party disagrees, saying: “The site 
is not in Harlow or indeed even in 
Essex and their link to Harlow is 
another cynical attempt to sell the 
idea to residents of the town. 

“We are told that it will help 
regenerate the town centre and 
other services and indeed the 
plans show that all traffic and the 
proposed busway will head south 
- into Harlow. 

“However, unless the transport 
links are in place before the 
homes are completed, then the 
new updated Brookfield Farm, 
with its abundance of free park¬ 
ing, is much more likely to see the 
benefits. 


“The proposals also state that 
there will be a wide range of facil¬ 
ities and jobs provided within the 
development - so one has to won¬ 
der how this helps Harlow 
prosper.” 

Benefit 

Hunsdon, also known as the 
Briggens Estate, is Gilston Park’s 
seventh village and it is said res¬ 
idents will benefit from the infra¬ 
structure, including schools and 
health facilities - plus the open¬ 
ing of nearby countryside. 

Similarly Gilston and Eastwick 
are two areas close by, but 
developers say that they are com¬ 
mitted to having residents shape 
the site and will benefit from the 
investment in local infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

Ware, Much Hadham, and Wid- 
ford are thought to be protected 


from further development, as Gil¬ 
ston Park would help to meet East 
Herts’ housing need. 

As is Bishop’s Stortford, which 
could see a boost to its local eco¬ 
nomy, while Sawbridgeworth is in 
close proximity to benefit from 
jobs within the new Enterprise 
Zone in Harlow. 

High Wych may see less traffic 
as the Gilston Garden brings 
improved connections with Har¬ 
low and Stansted. 

Mione Goldspink, former 
Mayor of Bishop’s Stortford, East 
Herts district councillor of 20 
years and chairwoman of Bish¬ 
op’s Stortford Liberal Democrats, 
said: “As far as effects on East 
Herts are concerned, yes, there 
will definitely be problems with 
all the extra traffic on an already 
congested network. 

“There is also a great worry 
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about the shortage of water for all 
the new houses. 

“I would hope that there would 
be a good proportion of social 
housing for affordable rents with¬ 
in the development, and good 
cycle paths and amenity green 
spaces. 

“I would also like to see some 
sort of combined heat and power 
supply system.” 

What about the green belt? 

A concern among many has 
been in relation to the green belt, 
although the static exhibition 
suggests that the green wedge net¬ 
work will expand and connect to 
the wider countryside. 

This could create for better 
biodiversity, enhancement to the 
landscape, plus improved links 
for the public via walking and 
cycle routes. 

Although Spike Hughes, a 


parish councillor and member of 
Stop Harlow North, previously 
said: “The reality is that once you 
break the protection of the green 
belt, it is a free-for-all. 

“The developer calls it a ‘Neck¬ 
lace of Village’ and the council a 
Garden Town, it cannot be both, 
when the reality is urban sprawl 
on an epic scale. 

‘Death knell’ 

“23,000 homes with 2.5 occu¬ 
pants per household is equivalent 
to a 70 per cent increase in the size 
of Harlow or seven new Saw- 
bridgeworths.” 

Kevin FitzGerald, honorary 
director of CPRE Hertfordshire, 
in April, said: “If it succeeds, this 
plan heralds the death knell of the 
rural character of a swathe of 
Hertfordshire. 

“Beautiful villages, supposedly 


protected by green belt, look set to 
be swallowed up by the urban 
sprawl of a neighbouring town.” 

The final drop-in consultation 
event was due to take place today 
(Thursday, July 12) from 4pm 
until 8pm at Gilston and Eastwick 
Village Hall, Gilston. 

The last static exhibitions at 
Epping Forest Civic Office in 
Epping High Street and at Harlow 
Civic Centre in Water Gardens, 
Harlow are on Thursday and Fri¬ 
day this week, with sessions tak¬ 
ing place from 9am until 4.45pm.

Log a mammal or 
roadkill sighting 

THIS summer, wildlife 
charity People’s Trust for 
Endangered Species is 
calling on the public to 
record sightings of 
mammals, dead or alive, 
whilst driving along Britain's 
road network as part of its 


annual Mammals on Roads 
survey. The information will 
help to spot changing trends 
in populations and identify 
where conservation action is 
needed most. 

According to a recent 
report by the Mammal 
Society, compiled with PTES’ 
help, one in five wild 
mammal species in Britain is 
at risk of extinction. But 
getting an idea of the size of 
populations and how 
numbers are changing 
remains difficult. 

This year, the survey runs 
from Sunday, fuly 1 through 
to Sunday, September 30 
and participants in this 
citizen science project can 
take part either online or via 
an app on a smart phone or 
tablet. 

Over the three summer 
months, PTES is asking 
families, car-sharing 
commuters or anyone on 
Britain’s roads, to record 
sightings of mammals and 
submit the records online, at 
www.ptes.org/mor, or with 
the Mammals on Roads app 
(available for free from the 
App Store or Google Play). 
Alternatively, a printed 
survey pack can be 
requested by emailing the 
charity (mor@ptes.org). 

The survey, of course, 
should only be done by 
passengers in the car drivers 
should always have their full 
attention on the road and 
other vehicles. 

The annual Mammals on 
Roads survey will help 
ongoing conservation efforts, 
building a countrywide 
picture from records 
submitted by the public of 


how the numbers of 
hedgehogs, badgers and 
other species are changing.

Keep loved ones 
safe in the home 

AN ANNUAL campaign to 
raise awareness of caring, 
the challenges carers’ face 
and the contribution they 
make to families and 
communities throughout the

Steffan recommends the 
following tips, to give you 
peace of mind: 

Think about access - make 
sure you can gain access to 
the home in a way that 


doesn’t jeopardise security. 
You could use a key safe and 
coded key safes can also help 
provide easy access to carers 
as well. Be sure to check that 
the key safe is tested and 
independently approved by 
an organisation such as Sold 
Secure, as there are cheap 
versions on the market that 
can be compromised very 
quickly. 

Key safes should always be 
located in a discreet place 
and not be obvious from the 
road or path outside. 

Be Smart Security aware - 
Smart Security is growing in 
popularity and can be a 
useful aid to provide access 
to carers who may be 
coming and going through 
the day. But be careful to 
make sure that it is 
supported by tested and 
independently approved 
mechanical security 
measures. 

The UK has for a long time 
had excellent security 
standards for mechanical 
security. However the first 
safety standards for smart 
locks have only just been 
published and as a result, 
none of the currently 
available smart locks have 
yet been tested against the 
new safety standards and 
therefore shouldn’t be used 
alone. 

User-friendly security - if 
the person you are caring for 
is suffering from reduced 
visibility or loss of strength 
in their hands, then they 
may struggle with locking up 
or manoeuvring handles. 
Invest in key turners - plastic 
handles designed to attach to 
a key at one end, and rubber

Invest in deterrents, like 
timed lighting - do your best 
to make the home look as 
busy as possible, particularly 
if the person is living on 
their own.

Innovation, 
education 
and fining 
people is 
way to go 

THE BIG QUESTION: 

Is enough being done 
locally to tackle the issue 
of littering?

THE sad fact is that no 
matter what a local authority 
does, littering will happen. It 
is always a small minority 
who cannot use a bin, take it 
home to put in refuse or 
recycle, the drivers who just 
empty their rubbish on the 
road and sadly, the worst 
offenders, children. 

So how do we deal with it? 
Do we throw lots of money 
at the problem or do we 
work with partner 
organisations and look at 
innovative ways to tackle the 
problem? As money’s tight - 
we’ve lost almost 50 per cent 
of our funding from central 
government - that’s not an 
option. So when people 
simply say, “more bins” how 
do we fund extra collections? 
We could employ more 
enforcement officers to fine 
people but that just becomes 
a vicious circle like parking 
fines and its less about 
dropping litter and more 
about making money. 

So that leaves us looking at 
innovation, education and in 
worst cases fining people. 
Since Harlow’s Labour 
Council formed HTS to 
manage the local and 
environment, innovation 
and education has been a 
key component of their 
remit. When we think of 
innovation, we always think 
of the latest technology but 
that’s not always necessary. 
Simple things like moving 
the location of existing bins 
can have a greater impact.

HTS has spent time looking 
at patterns and are 
relocating bins to “hotspots” 
and this has been having a 
positive effect on the local 
street scene. That doesn’t 
mean technology can’t play a 
part, as reinvestment funds 
from HTS become available 
we could see compactor bins 
introduced, which means 
less emptying and possibly 
more bins in different 
locations at the same cost. 
They’re also looking at ways 
to use barcodes\QR codes to 
understand when bins are 
full, so that they can be 
emptied outside of normal 
times. 


Education will make the 
biggest difference, I live on a 
school run and I daily see 
children drop litter after 
walking past a bin. The 
Council with HTS and 
schools has been promoting 
The Keep Britain Tidy 
message as part of the 
citizenship studies and 
parents also need to 
reinforce this message if they 
don’t already do so. Essex 
County Council started the 
Love Essex scheme with the 
#BINIT hashtag or face a fine 
from £75, which we signed 
up to, since it started we 
have seen a 41 per cent drop 
in littering across Essex. 



LITTERING is socially 
unacceptable and a problem 
which affects us all. The 
huge sums spent by councils 
clearing up litter could be 
spent on other services if 
only people would take 
responsibility for disposing 
of their litter. 

This problem can be 
likened to leaving dog mess 
on paths and fields. Changes 
made to legislation in recent 
years has seen more and 
more dog owners now 
picking up their dog’s mess 
and placing it in a dog waste 
bin or taking it home. 
Similarly, initiatives being 
taken to reduce the use of 
plastic bags and straws is 
another example of how 
people’s perception about 
protecting the environment 
is changing. 

One only has to visit a 
beach or park at the end of a 
nice day to see the place 
covered in litter by people 
who seem to have no regard 
for the environment. At the 
same time these very same 
people may have driven off 
in a electric car or used a 
cycle in their efforts to save 
the planet. A combination of

better education to 
understand the 
consequences of littering 
and the introduction of 
heavier fines will I am sure 
lead to a reduction in 
littering. 

I think there is no doubt 
that HTS are doing a better 
job than has been done in 
the recent past to keep 


Harlow looking cleaner and 
tidier and this is to be 
applauded. However, in the 
short to mid-term, more 
resources need to be put in 
place to tackle both litterers 
and rubbish dumpers so that 
residents feel a sense of 
pride in our town, which 
seems to have been lost in 
recent years.

Cambridge medical students 
to learn about palliative care 


Dr Qamar Abbas, deputy medical director 


ST CLARE Hospice has been 
officially designated as a 
University of Cambridge 
Teaching Hospice by Dr 
Stephen Barclay, senior 
lecturer in palliative care at 
the University of Cambridge. 

The role involves both 
medical director, Dr John 
Zeppetella, and deputy 
medical director, Dr Qamar 
Abbas, regularly teaching at 
the university’s Clinical 
School as senior clinical 
tutors, as well as St Clare 
Hospice receiving 
Cambridge medical students 
on placement. 

Explaining the hospice’s 
role with the University of 
Cambridge Clinical School, 
Dr Abbas said: “Our role as a 
teaching hospice, and as 
senior clinical tutors, 
involves teaching around 15 
days per year at the Clinical 
School, which is located in 
Addenbrooke’s University 
Hospital, on a series of four 
topics throughout the year. 

“Dr John Zeppetella and I 
teach on, symptom 
management, care of the 
dying, ethical issues and 
bereavement issues. 

“As a teaching hospice we 
will receive 12 University of 
Cambridge medical students 
on placement this year, as 
they finish their fifth year of 
studying and after their 
exams, so that they gain 
some clinical experience at 
the hospice before starting 
their careers.” 

Commenting on the 
importance of teaching 


palliative care to all medical 
students and newly qualified 
doctors, Dr Abbas said: “My 
view is that all doctors 
should have experience in 
palliative care, early on in 
their career. 

“No matter what area they 
go on to specialise in, 
whether it is as a surgeon, a 
GP, or in cardiology, it is so 
important that they have 
experience in caring for 
those who are dying, and in 
how to speak to patients and 
their families about death. 

“Patients and their families 
look to us, as their doctor, to 
be able to guide them and 
answer questions about 
death, often not knowing 
who else to ask about it. 

“We need to be confident 
in speaking on this topic in a 
sensitive, kind and honest 
way, and it is so important to 
learn these skills and have 
experiences with those that 
are dying, very early on in 
your career. 

“I genuinely believe it 
makes them better doctors 
and better in many 
situations where they have to 
have difficult conversations, 
not purely around death and 
dying.” 

St Clare Hospice will 
receive 12 University of 
Cambridge fifth year medical 
students in 2018, and 
expects to take even more 
students in the coming 
years. 

In addition to these 
students, St Clare Hospice 
takes six newly-qualified 


doctors each year on a four- 
month placement, and two 
doctors who are undertaking 
General Practitioner training 
on a six-month placement. 

Combined with the 


students the St Clare medical 
director and deputy medical 
director teach each year in 
Cambridge, and on various 
seminars and teaching 
sessions at the hospice, it is 


estimated that the hospice 
comes in to contact and 
teaches more than 100 newly 
qualified doctors or medical 
students each year.

'teach, rest, 
play' ethos 


LONGWOOD Primary 
Academy and Nursery has 
won the Employer of the 
Year award at the prestigious 
2018 Tes Schools Awards. 

The awards, celebrating 
their tenth year, recognise 
outstanding contributions 
made by education teams 
and individuals to help 
students around the country 
to succeed, both inside and 
outside the classroom. 

Three principles lie at the 
heart of Longwood Primary 
Academy and Nursery’s 
approach to staff 
development and wellbeing:

A TRIP to Chelmsford Crown 
Court provided an insight 
into the realities of the 
criminal justice system for 13

SKYSCRAPER (12A) 

DWAYNE Johnson channels the spirit of Die 
Hard-era Bruce Willis in a vertiginous adventure 
thriller directed by Rawson Marshall Thurber, 
who previously worked with the leading man on 
the hit action comedy Central Intelligence. 

Will Sawyer (Johnson) is a former FBI 
Hostage Rescue Team leader, who lost one of 
his legs in the line of duty. Sarah (Neve 
Campbell) was the attending surgeon that day 
and Will fell in love with her during his hard- 
fought recovery. 

Ten years later, Will and Sarah are married 
with a sassy daughter Georgia (McKenna 
Roberts) and a young son Henry (Noah 
Cottrell). 

The doting father has retired from the FBI 
and is working instead as a security expert, 
who has just been hired by Zhao Min Zhi (Chin 
Han) to offer his assessment of The Pearl, one 
of the tallest superstructures in the world. 

Sarah and the children become the first 
family in the residential section of the building 
while Will carries out his vital work. 

A group of terrorists storms The Pearl and 
sets the 96th floor ablaze. Sarah and the 
children are trapped above the raging inferno 
and move towards the roof to stay alive. 

Meanwhile, Will puts his FBI training into 
action to leap from a crane into the building 
and outwit the terrorists, who have an ulterior 
motive for storming The Pearl. 

FIRST REFORMED (15) 

ETHAN Hawke delivers an uncompromising lead 
performance in Paul Schrader's divisive drama, 
which tests the faith of a man of the church 
until he finally cracks, with devastating 
conseguences. 

Ernst Toller (Hawke) is a former chaplain in 
the military, who silently wrestles with the guilt 
of persuading his only son to serve in Irag. 

The young man was killed in the line of duty 
and every day Ernst bears the burden of grief 
while tending to his flock at a close-knit Dutch 
Reformed church in New York. 

One of the congregation, Mary (Amanda 
Seyfried), approaches Ernst for guidance. 

She is pregnant with her first child but her 
environmentalist husband Michael (Philip 
Ettinger) doesn't want the baby. Michael 
believes the Earth is doomed and he doesn't 
want to be responsible for rearing a child on a 
dying planet. 

Ernst agrees to speak to Michael and inspire 
the husband to keep his faith. The reverend's 
intervention has unexpected repercussions that 
compel Ernst to guestion his devotion to The 
Bible. 

His internal conflict coincides with the 
church's 250th anniversary reconsecration 
ceremony, which is being financed - 
controversially - by oil company chief executive 
Ed Balg (Michael Gaston).

FAMILY MATTERS 


INCREDIBLES (PG) 

★★★★★ 

T he odds of a lightning 
strike on the same 
spot, 14 years apart, 
are astronomical so 
perhaps we shouldn’t 
be surprised that the long- 
awaited sequel to Disney 
Pixar’s masterpiece falls 
tantalisingly short of the 
genius of its predecessor. 

Of course, this is the 
animation studio which 
recently delighted and 
astounded us with Inside Out 
and Coco, virtuoso fables 
pictures of dazzling visuals and 
heartbreaking emotion, which 
prove anything is possible if 
you dare to dream. 

Incredibles 2 is bigger in 
scope and ambition than the 
original and boasts thrilling 
action set-pieces as well as a 
familiar menagerie of 
endearing characters including 
diminutive fashion oracle Edna 
Mode voiced by writer-director 
Brad Bird, whose ability to 
scene-steal has not waned 
since 2004. 

The sequel exploits the 
burgeoning powers of the 
youngest and cutest member 
of the Parr clan, baby lack- 
lack, for uproarious laughs and 
there are some terrific 
sequences in which the 
adorable toddler cycles 


through his various powers to 
the mounting dismay of his 
exhausted father. 

A rough ‘n’ tumble 
encounter between lack-lack 
and a thieving raccoon in the 
family’s backyard is a tour-de¬ 
force of slapstick and visual 
gags, reaching a delirious 
crescendo when the baby 
starts firing green lasers 
uncontrollably from his eyes 
and his four-legged opponent 
realises that a garden parasol is 
no longer a safe place to 
launch an aerial attack. 

The second film begins after 
the dust has settled from the 


epic showdown between villain 
Syndrome and protectors Bob 
Parr aka Mr Incredible (voiced 
by Craig T Nelson), Helen Parr 
aka Elastigirl (Holly Hunter) 
and their children Violet (Sarah 
Vowell), Dash (Huck Milner) 
and fack-fack (Eli Fucile). 

Public affection is waning for 
the Superhero Relocation 
Program overseen by Rick 
Dicker Jonathan Banks), 
which would make the Parrs 
obsolete. 

Thankfully, ardent fan 
Winston Deavor (Bob 
Odenkirk) and his techno- 
sawy sister Evelyn (Catherine 


Keener) believe they can turn 
the tide and they propose that 
Elastigirl fronts an aggressive 
publicity campaign while Bob 
takes care of fack-fack. 

A masked menace called 
Screenslaver emerges from the 
shadows and threatens the 
safety of the metropolis. 

Elastigirl races into the 
melee, flanked by a motley 
crew of superhero wannabes 
comprising Krushauer (Phil 
LaMarr), HeLectrix (also 
LaMarr), Reflux (Paul Eiding), 
Voyd (Sophia Bush), Brick and 
Screech. 

Incredibles 2 overcomes a 
sluggish opening 15 minutes to 
rediscover some of the old 
magic. 

Bird’s sequel is effortlessly 
entertaining and when the 
script hits its mark, guffaws 
come thick and fast but 
memories of the flawless 
original film temper 
enthusiasm for this return to 
dysfunctional super-powered 
family life. 

The main feature is preceded 
by the adorable and disturbing 
animated short Bao, directed 
by Domee Shi. 

This contemporary riff on 
The Little Gingerbread Man 
tests the bond between a 
mother and her 
unconventional child: a 
steamed bun, which magically 
comes to life. Yummy.

RIDING THE WAVE 


Rick Astley 

tells Andrew 
Arthur about his 
new album and 
resurrecting his 
music career 



A fter topping the charts 
in 25 countries with 
one of the best-selling 
songs of the 1980s, you 
may have thought that 
success would have gone to 
many singers’ heads. Not Rick 
Astley, it would seem. 

“I knew I wasn’t cool. I just 
wasn’t. Look at the videos!” a 
relaxed Astley, 52, laughs in a 
small sitting room upstairs 
from an upmarket London 
restaurant on a boiling hot day. 

The bequiffed singer seems 
totally at home reclining in an 
armchair as sunlight pours in 
through the window next to 
him. 

Throughout our 
conversation, Astley is friendly 
and self-effacing as he reflects 
on how much pop music has 
changed since his enduring 
classic Never Gonna Give You 
Up arrived 30 years ago. 

“The sharp end of the 
business where I made my 
break still exists today. I think it 
is slightly different because I 
think pop is cooler than it was 
then. 

“If you look at successful 
artists like Adele and Ed 
Sheeran, they are pretty cool as 
well. 

“It’s not like going back to 
the days where it was bright 
and breezy. They can sing really 
sincere, even dark songs with 
heavy lyrics and still be the 
biggest artist in the world. 

“In terms of myself and how I 
would have fared now, I just 
think it was a very different 
time. 

Cool 

“I'm not saying that Never 
Gonna Give You Up is uncool. 
I’m saying I wasn’t cool. I think 
there is a distinction there.” 

Under the guidance of 
production team Stock Aitken 
and Waterman the Lancastrian 
quickly shot to stardom. 

When asked if he ever pushed 
back from the way he was 
marketed, Astley replies: “There 
was no time for that. 

“The first time I went on Top 
Of The Pops, I turned up in a 
jacket I bought while doing a 
radio promotional tour in 
Scotland and found myself on 
TV in front of 12 million people! 

“There was no kind of styling 
or strategy for how we were 
going to do this - and that’s 
true today, folks!” 

Astley is currently riding the 
wave of what many would have 
thought an unlikely comeback. 
He is set to release a new 
album, Beautiful Life. 

It’s the follow-up to the 
platinum-selling 50, his first LP 
to reach number one in the UK 
since his debut Whenever You 
Need Somebody. 


On his recent success, Astley 
again strikes a modest tone. 

“One of the main things I 
learned while touring the last 
record was people who get to a 
certain age still want to have a 
dance. 

“It made me feel free to write 
some more uptempo tunes. 

“I was writing the last one to 
hear it, so I think lyrically I 
didn’t even give it a second 
thought. 

“It was a bit like my midlife 
crisis project and then we 
ended up having a number one 
album! 

“On this one I’ve been a bit 
more conscious that people are 
actually going to hear it, 
hopefully!” 

That Astley is still releasing 
new material is remarkable 
given that aged 27 he retired 
after selling 40 million records. 

Disillusioned by the business 
side of the industry, Astley 
swapped the spotlight for 
family life to raise daughter 
Emilie with his Danish film 
producer wife Lene Bausager. 


During that time Astley says 
he was “happily invisible” as he 
explains why he turned his 
back on fame. 

“It is a daft and silly business. 
After doing it for five years I 
never fell out of love with 
music. 

“I’ve always had a studio to 
potter about in. But the idea of 
having a major record deal and 
trying to have a worldwide hit 
record, knowing what that 
takes up of you as a person, I 
just wasn’t willing to carry on. 

“I got sick of it and the 
business and the public 
probably got sick of me. It was 
a good time to stop.” 

Astley was inadvertently 
thrust back into the public eye 
as the subject of the internet 
viral sensation known as “Rick- 
rolling”. 

Internet users were sent a 
link to a video that claimed to 
be something else but then cuts 
to the video of Never Gonna 
Give You Up. Millions of people 
were tricked by the online 
prank. 


Astley is still wedded to Never 
Gonna Give You Up. Despite 
having clocked up eight other 
UK top 10 solo hits, he doesn’t 
resent his signature tune. 

“I genuinely don’t get sick of 
it. I didn’t sing it for so long 
and that’s helped me with it. It 
may have helped the song too 
because I haven’t been to the 
opening of an envelope or 
hanging out at every this, that 
and the other.” 

While he is disparaging of 
himself, Astley never criticises 
the song he says has only ever 
been good to him. 

“If it gets played in a bar 
here, it’s not like it comes on 
and it sounds really naff. Well, 
I’m sure some people think 
that. But in terms of the general 
sound of it, I don’t think it’s 
uncool at all.” 

■ Rick Astley’s new album 
Beautiful Life is out on july 13. 
He will tour the UK in the 
autumn and plays Southend’s 
Cliff Pavilion on Monday, 
November 5.

He is behind some of the biggest hits of the past 
few decades. Now Chic's guitar hero tells JOE 
NERSSESSIAN about surviving cancer twice, caring for 1 
an ailing mother and why his music appeals to the young 



A N AIR of cool surrounds 
one of the greatest 
producers, guitarists and 
songwriters of the past 
five decades. 

I caught up with Nile Rodgers on 
the phone from his home studio in 
Connecticut. He is remarkable 
company, even 3,300 miles away 
over a crackly line. He reels off 
numerous Miles Davis anecdotes 
(with a fantastic impersonation) 
and heaps praise on a number of 
British artists he's worked with 
recently. 

But largely the 35-minute 
conversation is dominated by an 
astonishingly open discussion 
about the 65-year-old's latest 
cancer battle and his ailing 
mother. 

He was born Nile Gregory 
Rodgers Ir in September 1952 to 
Beverley Goodman, who fell 
pregnant with him when she was 
just 13. Along with his stepfather, 
Bobby, she was a heavy heroin 
user and Nile left home at 14. 

A year later, he picked up a 
guitar and his life changed forever. 
An astounding musician emerged, 
a pioneer of disco, funk and 
ultimately dance music. From 
helping David Bowie discover his 
groove in 1982 to unmistakable 
guitar on top of a tight bass on Daft 
Punk's Get Lucky in 2013, Nile still 
has it. 

He beat cancer in December for 
the second time. In 2010, Nile was 
diagnosed with an aggressive form 
of prostate cancer and became 
vehemently public with his 
treatment. He started a blog 
providing almost daily updates, 
giving birth to an online 
community. Survivors, sufferers 
and relatives who had lost loved 
ones shared stories and messages 
of support. 

He found it beautiful, but also 
emotionally overwhelming and 
recalls the death of one friend in 
particular. This "hot girl who 


worked at the hippest clubs 
in New York City” he says 
in a typically sexy Nile 
tone. At the funeral, her 
husband approached him 
in tears and revealed he 
had been reading to her 
from the blog when she 
died. 

"The last words she 
heard were mine,” he says. "The 
blog helped me to not worry about 
myself so much but I stopped 
doing it because people were 
depending on me more than I 
wanted them to. 

"I'm not a cancer expert, I'm not 
even a Nile expert. I'm a Nile 
journeyman novice." Pausing, he 
continues: "It was killing me, it 
made me feel that I didn't have to 
walk that journey alone. But then 
people started to want me to hold 
their hand through the journey 
and that became a little bit painful 
when people started to pass away.” 

It's been 25 years since the last 
Chic album and over the past four 
years Nile has been promising the 
aptly named 'It's About Time' is 
just around the corner. He 
reiterates that message of hope, 
describing the album as "pretty 
much finished” and says his latest 
task is to find a video director to 
expand its concept. 

In fairness, the delay is 
understandable. Aside from 
beating cancer and his production 
duties with a whole array of artists, 
Nile has also been caring for his 
mother, who has been placed in a 
facility to deal with her stage five 
Alzheimer's. 

"I don't have peaceful days any 
longer,” he says. "I wake up every 
morning and see nothing but a 
shell of that person I knew. Or I get 
her on the phone and she can only 
talk about the most frivolous 
subjects. This woman was mega 
intellectual, it breaks my heart. 

"She just wants to be around 
people. She wants to tell her story. 


And she tells it 
over, and over, 
and over, and 
over, and over 
again. But 
that's what 
she seems to 
cherish more 
than anything 

- just 

engagement." 

He finds 
himself growing 
anxious when at 
the facility and 

- praising the 
blessings music 
has offered him 

- says he often 
starts playing 

guitar to calm the nerves. 

Extremely appreciative of his 
gift, Nile has managed to sprinkle 
his gold dust on dozens of artists. 
From Bowie to Diana Ross to 
Madonna and Daft Punk, his 
eclecticism is somewhat 
ridiculous. He's always worked 
regularly in Britain but it seems to 
have heightened in recent years as 
he headed to the studio with the 
likes of Laura Mvula, NAO, Mura 
Masa and Sigala. 

He says he cannot believe NAO 
is not "the biggest star in the 
world" Quietening his voice into 
almost a squeak, he adds excitedly: 
"She's amazing. I had her singing 
all these different ideas for hours 
and hours and hours and she just 
didn't stop. It was incredible.” 

The oldest of the acts he cites is 
Mvula, at 31, and I question 
whether he always surrounds 
himself with younger creatives to

keep his finger firmly on the pulse. 

"It's no more important to work 
with them than it is to work with 
older artists," he says. 

"When I was younger, I didn't 
think the world was going to 
implode. I didn't think my mum 
was going to die. I didn't think I'd 
have cancer. I just thought about 
expressing myself through music. 

"And I appreciated others who 
did the same, and maybe that's 
why the music I'm making on the 
most part sells to youth because 
the problems of the world don't 
distract them as much. That's the 
wonderment, and the great part of 
being young. 

"You can be young and idealistic 
and when you're doing something, 
even if that thing may not move 
the needle, inside it makes you feel 
like a million dollars.”

Now, for a new 
documentary series, he experiences the brutal conditions prisoners face in 
countries like Brazil and Ukraine. GEORGIA HUMPHREYS finds out more 


What can people expect from this 
documentary series? 

AN insight into some of the, if not 
the, toughest prisons in the world, 
and looking at the conditions and 
types of prisoners that you find, the 
crimes they've committed, and the 
punishments they've received. 

The programmes are about me 
taking on the persona of a prisoner 
for seven days in each one. 

With what you have experienced, 
(Rowe was convicted in 1990 of 
murder and robbery as part of 
the so called M25 Three) why did 
you put yourself through that? 

IT wasn't an easy ask for me to go 
back into these prisons, having spent 
12 years of my life fighting to get out 
of them as an innocent man. 

But I thought it was important I 
brought credibility and authenticity 
to these programmes, where I could 
explore some of the most pressing 
issues around the world about how 


we deal with prisoners and the 
punishment, what works, what 
doesn't work and what needs to 
change. 

How did you mentally prepare 
yourself? 

I SUPPOSE by taking each moment 
as it came. My expectations started at 
rock bottom. I didn't know really 
what to expect. Each prison I walked 
into had a different feel about it. 

Although we have a format to the 
programme, we didn't have a set plan 
on who we would interview and who 
we would meet and how they would 
respond to us because apart from the 
guards that provided us with some 


security, we didn't take a team of 
security people with us. 

What was it like being so open 
with the prisoners and telling 
them your story? 

ON the one hand, there were times 
when it was quite crucial that the 
team I was working with didn't reveal 
to the prisoners ahead of me going in 
that I was an ex-prisoner myself, so 
that they would talk to me as if I was 
a novice. Therefore they would try to 
educate me about what life was like 
and then, those that did know or 
found out during those 
conversations, it resonated with them 
that I had some empathy, some 
understanding of what it is like to be 
locked up and what experiences you 
go through and the things you 
witness. 

What's the most shocking thing 
that has stayed with you since 
filming this series? 

IT'S hard to pick one, but I think key 
was the conditions. In some of these 
prisons, they are so grim, they're so 
appalling, it's harrowing to think that 
human beings are kept in these 
conditions. 

You know, these guys slept on 
concrete slabs, with no blankets, no 
mattress, nothing to lay on, so that in 
itself was hard. And I'm not talking 
about for days - I'm talking about for 
weeks, and months and for many, in 


places like Papua New Guinea, for 
years they can be sleeping on just 
concrete floors. And then there is this 
constant use of drugs and violence. It 
was always a threat. 

Can you tell us about your 
experience in the Ukraine prison? 

I MET many prisoners [in Ukraine]. 
But waiting to meet one of the 
world's most prolific serial killers, a 
guy called Serhiy Tkach, was one of 
the most daunting moments. 

When this elderly guy walked into 
the room and was put into a cage 
before I could interview him, I was so 
apprehensive. I didn't know what he 
looked like, I didn't know what to 
expect and there was this granddad, 
if you like, in front of me with the 
coldest eyes I've ever seen. 

Were there moments in the series 
when you thought 'I can't handle 
this anymore'? 

THERE were times when I just 
wanted to get out. 

The conditions - the overwhelming 
heat, the smell, the lack of food, and 
all those things - there were times, 
especially when I was hearing the 
harrowing stories of the murders they 
committed or the rapes they 
committed or the crimes they had 
witnessed in prison, and also the 
threat, that was not directed at us, but 
there was always an element of 
intimidation from some prisoners 


who didn't want to engage in what 
we were doing. 

Have you been able to forgive the 
people who wrongly imprisoned 
you? 

I DON'T necessarily forgive those 
who were directly involved in 
knowing that I was innocent and yet 
still went ahead and fitted me into 
the crime. But I don't carry that 
bitterness with me or I wouldn't have 
been able to survive on the outside. 

I did 12 years inside and I was 
bitter and twisted during that time, 
but since I've come out I've tried to 
show that you can still be a success, 
you can still make something of your 
life despite your experience.

(Makes 24-28 
shortbreads) 

240g butter, at 
room temperature 
120g icing sugar 
360g plain flour 
1 vanilla pod, seeds scraped 
out 

Vfctsp flaky sea salt 
For the coating: 

2tbsp sumac 
2tbsp granulated sugar 

METHOD: 

1. Use a food processor 
or an electric mixer 
with a paddle attach¬ 
ment to work the 
butter, icing sugar, 
flour, vanilla seeds and 
salt until the mixture 
just forms a ball of 
dough. It takes a while 
to come together, so 
don't lose faith. Once it 
has formed, turn the 
dough out onto the 
work surface. Divide 
into two pieces and 
shape each one into a 
log - I prefer to make it 
rectangular but it is 
tasty in any shape.

2. For the coating, mix 
the sumac and sugar on 
the work surface. Roll 
the log in the sumac- 
sugar to coat all over, 
then place in the fridge 
to set for at least one 
hour (or freeze it until 
you want to bake 
them). 

3. Heat your oven to 
190 degrees C/170 
degrees C fan/375 
degrees F/gas mark 5. 
Line two baking trays 
with baking paper. Use 
a sharp knife to cut 
each log into 12-14 
slices and place them 
flat on the trays. 

4. Bake for 10-12 
minutes until light 
golden, then remove 
from the oven. Leave to 
cool on the tray before 
eating. 


It's just food... it's 
not rocket science 



ELLA WALKER 

meets the Honeys, aka 
husband and wife chefs 
Sarit Packer and Itamar 
Srulovich, on the release 
of their third cookbook 

M IDDLE Eastern food 
has entered the 
mainstream - who 
isn't addicted to 
dredging pitta through 
craggy mounds of hummus? 

Who doesn't scatter pomegran¬ 
ate seeds on everything? 

But there's more to the cuisine 
than chickpeas and jewel-like 
fruits, as you'll know if you've 
picked up Itamar Srulovich 
and Sarit Packer's first two 
cookbooks. 

The husband and wife duo, 
who hail from Israel, run three 
London stores and restaurants 
under the banner Honey & Co., 
but their new cookbook, Honey 
& Co. At Home, lets loose recipes 
from their private lives. 

It's what the Honeys (as they're 
affectionately 
known) are calling a 
"fluke book" They 
were meant to be 
writing a recipe 
collection about their 
deli, Honey & Spice 
"but when we started 
collecting the recipes 
we were interested 
in," says Sarit, "we 
were like, "This is 
nothing to do with 
Honey & Spice, this is to do with 
us and how we eat, and how we 
entertain people!' 

Writing it was a process of 
rediscovery, because, after 15 
years in professional kitchens 
and then launching Honey & Co. 
there hadn't been much time for 
home cooking and entertaining. 

They'd never even had 
weekends, and "it takes skill to 
do a weekend properly," says 
Itamar. "We're getting quite good 
at them now," adds Sarit. "Our 
life is starting to get back to 
normal, and we're spending 
more time at home and with 
each other again." 


Sharing that, in recipe form, 
just made sense. "Spread the 
joy," says Sarit. "It's just food, it’s 
not patented, it’s not magic, it’s 
not rocket science. If we enjoy it, 
and then someone else makes it 
and enjoys it - perfect." 

There are the potato and feta 
fritters drizzled in thyme honey 
that Itamar calls his "secret 
weapon" and the tinned tuna 
cakes they are forever dipping 
into their store cupboard to 
make after a long day. 

The book is woven through 
with stories and memories too, 
which are inseparable says Sarit, 
"or it is just sustenance" Itamar 
tells of eating grilled anchovies 
in Greece, of picking figs in the 
Balearic Islands, and 
most charmingly, of 
their two weddings 
- an elopement to 
Cyprus, where they 
got hitched in a town 
hall above a KFC, 
and a party back 
home in Israel. "It 
was such a disaster," 
he recalls happily. 

They both still cook 
every day, but you're 
unlikely to find them in their 
kitchen at home together. "Yep, 
is the long and short of it," says 
Itamar when asked if it leads to 
arguments. 

Their domestic kitchen is lined 
with books on garage-like 
shelving. "There's a lot of light 
and plants, everything is pretty 
much on display," says Sarit. 
There's no fancy equipment, no 
bizarre gadgets - what they cook 
at home, even though they're 
chefs, you can do at home too. 

"Usually you learn to cook with 
someone," says Itamar, musing 
on the whole idea of following a 
recipe. "Written instructions is 


reverse engineering, if you know 
what I mean. Someone cooked 
this, and you want to recreate it, 
and this is the set of instructions; 
so you are in a literal way 
repeating the actions that 
someone broke down and wrote 
down so the result would be the 
same. 

"That’s a very intimate thing, 
because, even with fiction, you 
will read it, but it will stay 
contained in your imagination, 
it’s not going to be 3D in your 
kitchen, in your home. 

"This is why the background, 
the stories and the culture 
[behind a recipe] is so important, 
because you are going to not 
only make the food that 


someone made, eat the food that 
someone ate, but actually do the 
same things in the same order as 
someone else, because you trust 
them to give you nice food at the 
end of it - that's so incredible to 
me." 

The Honeys will be spending 
the summer demonstrating 
recipes from the book and 
appearing at festivals, and then 
it’s back to work with their kids 
(that's what they call their restau¬ 
rants) and the Honey & Co. team.

THERE'S a bottle of sparkling wine 
displayed in a centuries' old cellar 
in the north of Italy, behind locked 
gates, which marks a moment in 
history for the wine region 
Franciacorta. 

I'll bet you think of prosecco 
when you think of Italian sparkling 
wine. I'm asking you to put 
Franciacorta on your radar. 

It is made in the same 
traditional way as champagne, in 
the heart of Lombardy about an 
hour from Milan. 

Nobleman Guido Berlucchi and 
oenologist Franco Ziliani first 
spotted the sparkling wine 
potential of the landscape and the 
result of their collaboration was 
the vintage of Franciacorta in 1961. 
The bottle in Berlucchi's ancestral 
home is the last remaining bottle 
of that vintage.

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The rest they say is history. In 
1990 the Franciacorta 
Consortium was formed and in 
1995 the region was awarded 
DOCG status (the top recognition 
for Italian wines); in 2017 the 
region sold 17.4 million bottles. 

In Franciacorta, sparkling 
wine production, a base wine 
(the only grapes allowed are 
chardonnay, pinot noir and 
pinot blanc) has a second 
fermentation in bottle with 
added sugar and yeast. Then 
the wines are left to sit on the 


lees (the dead yeast) for many 
months to develop flavour and 
texture. 

At Ferghettina winery I saw 
baby-blush rose wines, all pink and 
perky in a line waiting to be 
bottled. The bottles were upside 
down, the lees clustered at the 
neck (about a centimetre 
deep) waiting to be removed 
before final bottling and 
labelling. 

I shared a few tastes at 
Ferghettina and one of my 
favourites was that very style 
of pink, Ferghettina 
Franciacorta Brut Rose 
DOCG (£29.66, Tannico. 
co.uk, 12.5% abv, left) in a 
distinctive square-based 
bottle, which allows more 
^ flavours to develop. It has 
— tickles of strawberry, 



redcurrants and lemon. 

In all the Franciacorta wines I 
tasted, the landscape was there 
too; a lick of the lips brought a 
salty note and there was 
minerality in the mouth. 

There's a selection of wines 
from Berlucchi at Tannico, 
including Franciacorta DOCG 
'61 Brut (£21.98,13% abv) 
which is 90% chardonnay and 
10% pinot noir, which is crisp 
with apples and pears and 
velvety in the mouth. Also 
seek out the classy bottle 
designs of Contadi Castaldi. 
Their Franciacorta Brut 
DOCG (£21.14, Tannico,12.5% 
abv) is fresh, fruity, with 
spring blossoms and lime. 

On your Big Shop look for 
Tesco Finest Franciacorta 
Docg Brut (£15,12.5% abv, 


below) with its ripe fruit and citrus 
flavours and a hint of brioche. At 
Ocado Fratelli Berlucchi Brut 25 
Franciacorta DOCG (£24.95, 
12.5% abv) is so-named "25" 
because of the number of months 
that pass from grape to glass. 

, Try sipping a glass of sparkling 
Franciacorta throughout dinner, 
not just as an aperitif. It's what 
they do in Italy. Enjoy.

MEATBALLS 


INGREDIENTS: (Makes 6) 

For the dough: 300g flour, Itsp 
sugar, Itsp salt, V^tsp freshly 
ground black pepper, Itbsp nigella 
seeds, a pinch of cayenne pepper, 
15g dried active yeast, Itsp honey, 
150g yoghurt 

For the filling: lOOg feta, 50g 
yoghurt, 1 / 2 tsp dried oregano, 1 / 2 tsp 
sumac (you could substitute with 
zest of 1 lemon) 

For the toppings: 

1 green chilli, 3tbsp olive oil, 6-8 
figs (depending on size), 1 small 
bag of washed baby spinach, salt 
and freshly ground black pepper, a 
few sprigs of fresh thyme or a 
pinch of dried oregano 

METHOD: 

1. Place the flour, sugar, salt, 
black pepper, nigella seeds 
and cayenne pepper in a 
large mixing bowl. Dissolve 
the yeast in 100ml of water 
and stir in the honey, then 
add this, along with the 
yoghurt, to the dry ingredi¬ 
ents. Knead together to form 
a nice, supple dough. Cover 
the bowl with a cloth or cling 
film, set in a warm place and 
allow the dough to double in 
size. It will take about one 
hour in a warm room, slightly 


longer if it's cold. 

2. Make the filling by 
crumbling the feta into a 
small bowl and mixing with 
the yogurt, oregano and 
sumac to create a paste. 

3. For the topping, slice the 
green chilli into rounds, 
place in a small dish and 
cover with the olive oil. Cut 
the figs into four to five slices. 

4. Once the dough has 
proved, divide it into six 
evenly-sized lumps. Roughly 
stretch each piece into an 
oval boat-shape measuring 
around 20cm long and 8cm 
wide. Put a tablespoon of the 
feta filling on each, spread¬ 
ing it over the centre. Add a 
handful of baby spinach, 


then slices of fig. Top with 
the chilli slices and the oil, 
using it all up. Season with 
salt and pepper, and sprinkle 
with some leaves from the 
sprigs of thyme or dried 
oregano. 

5. Pinch the sides of the 
dough up around the edges, 
then pinch each end of the 
oval into a point to create a 
pide boat. Leave to prove 
again and, while you are 
waiting, heat your oven to 
220 degrees C/200 degrees C 
fan/425 degrees F/ gas mark 
7. By the time the oven is up 
to temperature, the boats will 
be ready to pop in. Bake for 
10-12 minutes until beauti¬ 
fully golden. Serve warm. 


INGREDIENTS: 

(Makes 12-14 meatballs) 

For the meatballs: 

400g minced beef 
200g basmati rice, uncooked 
2 onions, peeled (240g) 

1 garlic clove, peeled 
1 small bunch of parsley, top leafy 
part only (about 20g) 

1 small bunch of mint, top leafy 
part only (about 20g) 

1 small bunch of coriander, top 
leafy part only (about 20g) 

Itsp ground coriander 
Itsp ground turmeric, or grate 2cm 
fresh turmeric root 
Itbsp salt 

A sprinkling of white pepper 
For the sauce: 

3tbsp olive oil 

1 onion, peeled and finely diced 
(120g) 

1 leek, thinly sliced and washed 
1 garlic, peeled and crushed 

1 green chilli, thinly sliced 

4 celery sticks, thinly sliced 
Itsp ground turmeric, or grate 2cm 
fresh turmeric root 

2 dried Persian limes (or 3 wide 
strips of peel from 1 lemon) 

2 bay leaves 
Juice of 1 lemon 

METHOD: 

1. Place the minced beef and 


uncooked rice together in a 
large bowl. Use a food 
processor to blitz the onions, 
garlic and fresh herbs 
together to a paste (or you 
can chop everything by hand 
very finely) and add to the 
meat and rice along with the 
ground coriander, turmeric, 
salt and pepper. Mix together 
until fully combined and 
then divide into 12-14 balls, 
each about 80-90g. Cover 
and store in the fridge until 
you are ready to cook. 

2. To make the sauce, heat 
the olive oil in a shallow 
casserole that is large enough 
to contain all the meatballs 
in one layer. Add the onion, 
leek and garlic and cook on a 


medium heat until they 
soften, then add the chilli, 
celery, turmeric, Persian 
limes and bay leaves. Mix 
well and fry for five minutes, 
stirring occasionally, then 
add one litre of boiling water. 
3. Bring the mixture to the 
boil and carefully add the 
meatballs to the liquid. Bring 
back to the boil and cook 
uncovered for five minutes. 
Turn the meatballs over in 
the liquid, then cover and 
reduce the heat to low. Keep 
covered and cook for 30 
minutes. Open the lid 
carefully, add the lemon 
juice, re-cover and cook for 
the final 10 minutes before 
serving.

Soaring heatwave 
temperatures leaving 
you feeling hot and 
bothered? MARION 
McMULLEN takes a 
look at how we coped 
in summers gone by 

W ASHING blistering red 
skin in sage tea was a 
traditional cure for 
sunburn up to the 
Second World War. 

Now we splash on the highest 
factor sun cream and keep the 
after-sun lotion handy. 

Long, hot British summers have 
always led to people trying to find 
the best way to handle the heat and 
in 1968 that meant a sun tent. It was 
designed with the British summer in 
mind by keeping out sand from 
beaches and cocooning you from 
any sudden breezes that might 
spring up. 

Littlehampton in Surrey was one 
of the first to embrace the new 
invention and even offered sun 
worshippers the chance to hire a sun 
tent for 10 shillings a day. 

Meanwhile if you wanted to 
stand out from the seaside crowd 
you needed a pneumatic beach 
armchair. 

It first appeared at the British 
beach 70 years ago and was inflated 
by a pair of bellows. It could be 
spotted at Bognor Regis in 1948, but 
was more prone to punctures and 
gusts and the traditional deckchair 
continued to remain popular with 
holiday makers. 

It cost sixpence a day to hire a 
deckchair at Blackpool's North Pier 
in 1958... and it was guaranteed to 
be facing the sun. 

The 1911 heatwave saw 
temperatures peaking at 92°F in the 
UK and some Lancashire cotton mi ll 
and stone quarry workers even 
began starting their day at 4.30am 
before heading home at noon when 
everything closed down as the 
mid-day sun hit. 

Some daring women from that 
time found taking a dip in the 
Serpentine at London's Hyde Park 
was the best way to cool off while 
horse-drawn ice seller's carts were a 
welcome sight on the streets in the 
era before home refrigerators and 
freezers were the norm. 

There was a mere 3.3mm of rain 
recorded for the whole of fune in 
1925 and thousands of people 
besieged the newly opened 
Tynemouth Outdoor Swimming 


Pool in the north east. 

The gala opening included English 
Amateur Swimming Association 
ladies champion Hilda M lames 
demonstrating fashionable 
swimming styles, ladies and gents 
water polo matches and a comic 
display by Tynemouth Amateur 
Swimming Club. The terraces were 
designed to hold up to 2,000 people 
and swimmers could use hired tents 
as changing rooms. 

One way to find instant shade was 
with a parasol. The rattan summer 
parasol made an appearance in 
1927 and the following year there 
were lace-trimmed parasols with 
embroidered designs of exotic birds 
and a hand-painted Chinese dragon 
motif to choose from. 

Parasols continued to be popular - 
and the most effective way of staying 


cool - for the next few decades 
and in the 1950s they were even 
big enough to provide shade for 
three at a time. 

The 1960s saw eye-catching slit 
sunglasses bearing slogans being 
worn on the streets of London. The 
cool eye wear came with messages 
ranging from Hold My Hand and Go 
Naked to Make Love Not War. 

It was hot enough to cook an egg 
on a car bonnet during the 1976 
heatwave and temperatures reached 
96.6°F at one point in Cheltenham. 
The relentless heat caused severe 
drought across Europe and many 
countries introduced emergency 
water rationing. 

It was one of Britain's longest 
heatwates in living memory and 
triggered the most significant drought 
for at least the last 150 years. Water 


levels in rivers and reservoirs across 
dropped so low that the Drought Act 
was introduced and a Minister for 
Drought appointed. There was even 
talk of bringing in tankers filled with 
water from abroad if the situation 
continued. 

There were 15 consecutive days 
when temperatures reached 89.6°F or 
higher somethere in the UK. Things 
became so desperate that an Indian 
rain dance was held in Rugby in 
September 1976, but the energetic 
efforts failed to produce even a light 
drizzle. 

When summer temperatures rose 
in 1990, Welsh staff at The Co-opera¬ 
tive Bank in Newport started getting 
hot behind the counter so were given 
special dispensation to wear shorts 
instead of their bank uniforms. 

The fire services was also kept busy 


that year tackling heath and farmland 
fires that broke out because of the dry 
conditions. 

The heat also damaged road 
surfaces across the country in 2006 
with the cost of repairs estimated at 
£3.6 million in Oxfordshire alone. 
Speed restrictions were introduced by 
many train companies because of the 
risk of rail lines buckling. 

Meanwhile, spare a thought for 
some of the zoo inmates who have 
struggled to stay cool over the years. 
Poor king penguin Purdy had to be 
hosed down in 1970 when the soaring 
temperatures started to cause the 
mum-to-be problems after she had 
been sitting on her egg at Crystal 
Palace Zoo ... for four days.

We've had little rain 
for two months so 
it's vital we keep our 
plants well watered 
...but in the right way 


R egular readers will 
know that I have 
enjoyed doing a lot 
of planting in my 
own garden this 
year. I've finally put 
down roots and 
conquered my half¬ 
acre of space. It's a blaze of colour, full 
of perennials that were left over from 
show gardens over the years. I've also 
got special plants - some rare and 
unusual oddities that I've picked up 
along the way - for which the soil has 
been dug, cleaned and manured, and 
composted before they were bedded 
in. 

I was delighted to see the end of a 
very long winter, but it seems over¬ 
night the weather turned from being 
miserable, cold and damp to the most 
glorious Barbados-like heat - but now 
there's an issue. 

Plants, like us, are mainly made up 
of water and they need plenty of it - to 
get established and grow. 

But there's been no rain for nigh on 
two months, or at least no proper rain 
that really wets the soil and quenches 
the thirsty roots. 

So how do we approach this 
dilemma from a practical point of 
view? 

Prioritise your watering. New 
shrubs, trees and herbaceous plants 
have yet to establish deep roots, so 
will need assistance first. Fruit and veg 
will also be high on your list as they

need plenty of H20 to produce their 
bounty. Mature trees and shrubs will 
be the most resilient. 

Avoid watering during the day 
when evaporation is at its fastest - 
early morning or late evening is best. 

Direct the water to the base of the 


plant around its stem. One long 
soak is better than a few sprinklings. 
If you water the surface a lot, it 
encourages roots to go upwards 
rather than downwards in search of 
water. If your soil is bone dry, water 
slowly to allow it to sink in gradually. 

Pots and containers are always 
thirsty so will need watering twice 
daily. If you can, move them to the 
shade and group them together 
where they can create a microclimate 
and shade each other. 

For future reference, it's worth 
using water gels when planting up 
pots and hanging baskets. 


Don't panic if leaves start dropping 
or going brown. Your plant is going 
into survival mode and is trying to 
reduce its requirements for water. It 
may also shed its flowers and fruit in 
an attempt to batten down the 
hatches. 

Take a break from mowing the 
lawn. Mowing it now will only put 
stress on it. If it's already gone yellow, 
don't worry - it will recover quickly 
once the rains return. 

Don't use fertiliser on plants. You 
don't want to encourage any growth 
at the moment as this increases the 
plant's requirements for water. 


Remove weeds because they will be 
using up valuable moisture. 

Running out of water? Grey water 
from baths or the washing-up bowl is 
all reusable on plants. 

If this is an annual problem for you, 
plan ahead. Install water butts to 
collect rainwater as a resource. 
Improved soil culture is essential for 
water retention. Make your own 
compost and when you are planting 
put a bucketful of good humus 
material around the roots. 

This will act like a capillary bed and 
clothe the roots in damper compost 
which sucks up all the moisture when 
added. It then makes it easy and 
freely available to the tiny roots that 
drink it in. 

You could consider planting more 
drought tolerant plants that don't 
require a huge amount of water, so 
anything with furry silvery leaves 
such as stachys, verbascum and 
salvias, and Mediterranean species 
such as rosemary, thyme and good 
old lavender. 

Plants with succulent leaves such 
as Sedum spectabile, waxy leaves like 
Pittosporum and spiky Acanthus and 
Eryngium are good choices as well. 

Finally, remember to keep yourself 
hydrated while you are out gardening. 



Keep a weather eye on your pond's algae levels 


■ Watch out for scarlet lily 
beetle and remove where found. 

■ Keep roses well watered in 
warm weather - and the same 
goes for plants in pots. 

■ Peat-based 
composts can dry 
out completely so 
plants may need 
complete dunking 
in a bucket of

water until all air bubbles are 
gone from the soil. 

■ Tomatoes need regular 
watering to prevent them 
from splitting. 

■ Warm weather can lead 
to an increase in algae and 
duckweed in your pond so 


fish it out with a small fishing net 
or twirl it around a cane. Barley 
straw in the pond can help keep 
the problem at bay. If you can't 
get barley straw there are liquid 
products available that contain 
extract of barley straw which will 
do the same job. 

■ Remember to keep your bird 
bath topped up to keep the birds 
hydrated.

Q We have an acer, a red 

Bloodgood, which is about 10 
years old and over six feet tall. 

It has developed lots of little 
helicopter-type pods which we 
assume are seeds. Is this very 
unusual and can we grow from 
them? 

Mr and Mrs Pigrome 



A Yes, you're right - these little 
helicopters are the seeds of 
your maple. Nature's design 
helps them take flight and 
thereby encourages their 
dispersal. 

You can propagate from them 
- the result will be a red-leaf 
maple but not exactly the same 


as the parent. There will be some 
variation, unlike a cutting which 
produces a clone of the parent. 

Leave the seeds on the tree to 
mature until they brown in the 
autumn, then harvest and sow 
them. Because their outer shell 
is hard, you can soften them by 
soaking in water. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


WATSONIA 'ROYAL SALMON' 


Native to South Africa and named after British 
botanist Sir William Watson, it is a perennial 
corm with sword-like leaves and tubular flowers. 

This variety has lovely salmon pink flowers 
but they also come in white, red and orange. 

Plant in well-drained soil in full sunshine. It can 
be a little tender so if you always lift your gladioli 
in autumn, lift this too. Otherwise, in milder 
climates, a winter mulch should protect it.

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TEST DRIVE: Ford Focus ST-Line X by David Ward 



Y es, Ford has done it again without 
doubt because the all-new Focus 
which arrives in showrooms here 
next month is the best family- 
orientated model they have ever 
produced. 

Make no mistake the homework done by 
the various Ford backroom teams on this 
fourth generation model has paid clear 
dividends and with prices generally cheaper 
than the outgoing versions (the entry-level 
£17,930 Style is £2,300 less) it’s going to be a 
definite winner. 

Based on a new platform and apart from 
the expected cosmetic styling changes and 
loads of suspension, engine and chassis 
tweaks underneath this new Focus has three 
major plus factors going in its favour. 

First it has a far better ride for passengers 
and better driving experience for the driver, 
secondly it’s so much quieter and more 
refined out on the road with improved 
handling and thirdly all versions have far 
more standard equipment on board and 
both the front and rear seats provide much 
more comfort than the old model. 

In terms of those looks it’s completely 
different from any previous Ford medium 
sized model with its sleek style five-door 
hatchback and estate bodies sitting lower on 
the road and overall it has a more aggressive 
look about it along with bags more interior 
space although it’s only a mere 18mm longer 
than the outgoing model. 

Key here was that engineers managed to 
extend the car’s wheelbase by 53mm and 


they used this extra width to created a 
roomier interior. 

In terms of engines the award winning 
one-litre, three cylinder Ecoboost petrol 
engine remains with three different outputs 
- 84bhp, 99bhpand 123bhp - but an all-new 
1.5-litre Ecoboost with either 148bhp or 
180bhp. A six-speed manual gearbox is 
standard across the range although there is 
an excellent quick and smooth feeling eight- 
speed automatic gearbox with a jaguar-style 
rotary gear selector available on the 123bhp 
and 148bhp petrol and the 118bhp diesel 
engine. 

Talking of diesels there is a new 1.5-litre 
EcoBlue diesel engine with either 94bhp or 
118bhp plus a two-litre 148bhp but Ford 
expects petrol powered models to be the 
best seller with the second up trim level 
Zetec the most popular. 

Apart from the cheapest Style and then 
Zetec (prices start at £19,300) trim levels 
moving up market there’s the ST-Line (from 
£21,570), ST-Line X (from £24,050), Titanium 
(from £21,550), Titanium X (from £22,820) 
and topping the range the rather overpriced 
in my view Vignale starting from £25,450. 

At the end of the day whatever model a 
motorist buys there’s the obvious question: 
What’s it like to drive and particularly over 
the outgoing model? 

Driving three different versions on the 
media launch - first, the 1.5-litre petrol 
hatchback Vignale, followed by the 1.5-litre 
118bhp Titanium diesel and lastly the ST- 
Line 180bhp petrol - one clear factor 


emerges from all three is that this new Focus 
is better handling, has more agility yet with a 
much smoother ride and they are quieter too 
- even the diesel. The pick of the three was 
obviously the sportier ST-Line (tested here) 
because it’s a real driver’s car and was 
equally at home driving in and around busy 
urban traffic but came into its own out on 
the motorway where it cruised so efficiently. 

Driving around twisty, hilly mountain 
roads and it excels, sticking to the road like 
the proverbial pot of glue. 

Naturally helping here is the 10mm lower 
body and different suspension set up but in 
fairness like the other two models briefly 
tested this new Focus has far more agility 
and overall more composed than the 
previous version. 

The ST-Line obviously has some different 
styling touches compared to others in the 
range and these include and upper and 
lower grille, rear spoiler and polished twin 
tailpipes while for the driver there’s a flat- 
bottomed steering wheel, aluminium gear 
knob, alloy foot pedals and of course lots of 
red trim stitching around seats and the like. 

As for the interiors of this new model there 
is a distinctive touch of the new Fiesta about 
it all, which in itself is not a bad thing 
bearing in mind it’s won plaudits from all 
and sundry over its supermini rivals. 

Standard equipment levels are high - even 
the entry-level Style has air conditioning, 
DAB digital radio, Bluetooth, emergency 
assist, electronic parking brake, hill start and 
lane-keeping aid - while obviously moving 


upmarket there’s far more standard kit 
included. Apart from the Style all other 
models have SYNC3 infotainment system 
with Android Auto, Apple Car Play using a 
6.5-inch simple to use touch screen and then 
more expensive models have an 8-inch 
touch screen (as on the ST-Line driven here) 
and all have a nice high position, are nice 
and clear for the driver to see and re quick to 
switch between different functions too. 

One first for Ford on the dearer new Focus 
models is a head-up display - that’s a mini 
glass screen that pops up reflecting on to the 
windscreen directly in front of the driver's 
eyes that gives an instant read out of speed, 
navigation and road sighs ahead. 

The only decision for most Focus buyers 
will be which version to go for - the ST-Line 
with that bigger 180bhp engine would my 
choice - but the whole range is quite 
outstanding.

TEST DRIVE: Renault Clio Dynamique S 110 dCi by Robin Roberts 




T he Renault Clio was 
launched before the 
worldwide web 
became a part of 
everyday life and 
after 27 years it’s what is 
now considered Edition 4.2. 

It’s been a part of the 
British motoring scene for 
over a generation and it 
keeps reinventing itself. 

Successive advertising 
campaigns around each new 
series have stressed the 
romance of Renault and with 
over 1.2 million sold in 
Britain there is an enduring 
love affair for the Clio. 

Our latest model is among 
the most popular, blending a 
mid-range Dynamique S 
package with the more 
powerful HObhp turbo¬ 
diesel engine, and it had an 
optional Techno Pack of a 
Bose sound system, R-Link 
connectivity, sensors and 
camera with self-parking 
system which added almost 
£2,000 to the standard price. 
In the 1.2 tonnes Clio five- 


door body, the 1.5-litre diesel 
engine pushes out 260Nm 
from l,750rpm so it pulls 
very well and showed good 
flexibility. 

A momentary hesitation 
when moving off quickly 
disappeared and the power 
started to flow, with a long 
travel but light clutch and 
some short gearchanges you 
can soon pick up speed, 
overtake safely and when 
reached the cruising speed is 
effortless on main roads. 

It did sound noisy at 
higher revs through the gears 
but with a light throttle and 
frequent changes to keep the 
turbo at its most effective the 
sound was more muted. 

The same couldn’t be said 
for the constant road 
rumbles and suspension 
bump thump which changed 
only with the conditions 
encountered. 

The fluidity of the 
powertrain added to the 
refined appearance of the 
Clio, both outside and in, 


and the optional Bose sound 
system and parking aids all 
combined with the 
sophisticated sense which 
came with the Clio. 

Major and secondary 


controls worked well and 
were located for easy use, I 
liked the gearchange and 
brakes, the steering had a 
good turning circle and 
feedback and the Clio always 


felt surefooted and 
responsive. 

There was a tendency to 
run wide on tighter turns but 
it was quickly and safely 
corrected and it stopped 


sharply and held on our 
regular steep test slope. 

Access was very good for 
everyone, the seats well 
shaped and supporting with 
good location for occupants 
and the bootspace was a 
useful size and almost tripled 
when the back seats were 
dropped. 

Visibility was good to front 
and sides but when it rained 
the wipers seemed a bit slow 
on their fastest setting and 
the rear window was small if 
you needed to reverse. Lights 
were good, however. 

For a family car the 
oddments room was sensible 
and the heating and 
ventilation did a good job 
backed up by electric front 
windows. 

During our week with the 
Clio Dynamique S dCi 110 it 
embraced all duties and road 
conditions and never caused 
a moment’s concern or 
discomfort. It simply got on 
with the job and delivered 
with style and in comfort.

Couple complete 
gruelling Ironman 


Bike crash in training fails to knock Faith off her stride 


A COUPLE from Harlow have 
completed one of the toughest 
endurance events in sport, an 
Ironman. 

Paul Lee and Faith Jackson-Lee 
took on the event, which consists 
of a 2.4mile swim, 112 mile bike 
and then 26.2 mile run, for the 
first time in Roth, Germany. 

Faith, aged 41, completed the 
Ironman in llhrs 47min 07sec - 
her individual splits were 59:34 
for the swim, 6.37:44 for the bike 
and 4.01:53 for the marathon, 
while Paul’s overall time was 
11.28:17 (1.18:40, 5.37:46 and 

4.23:06. 

“We trained for an average of 14 
hours a week over seven months 
in the lead up to the race,” said 43- 
year-old Paul. 

“Over 3400 individual people 
take part in the event, the race is 
in its 35th year and an icon on the 
full Ironman distance circuit. 

“We took up the sport in 2014, 
starting off with short distance 
triathlon, then working our way 
up to standard distance, half Iron- 
man and finally the full Ironman 
distance. 

“We were inspired to do an Iron- 
man by Faith’s brother, Steve, 
who qualified for the World 
Championships in October 2016 
in Hawaii and we went to watch 
him compete. 

“The atmosphere was electric 
and we knew we just had to do 
one. 

“Ironman distance is the pin¬ 
nacle of our sport. 

“Roth was everything we could 
have hoped for and more with 
great support and amazing 
memories. 


Faith did really well just to get 
on the start line as she was 
knocked off her bike in training 
just 12 weeks before the event. 

Her bike was a write off and she 
sustained a broken finger as well 
as injuries to her hip, arms, neck 
and legs 

“She had been traumatised by 
the accident and had to have a lot 
of physio and it impacted her 
training.” explained Paul. 

Despite this, Faith broke the 
magic one hour mark in the swim, 
while for Paul just completing the 
distance was an achievement as 
he only started swimming in the 
past four years. 

“The bike leg of the event was 
tough because of a strong head 
wind,” added Paul. 

Goosebumps 

“There were a few climbs that 
were lined with supporters all the 
way up, like on the Tour De 
France and that was amazing - it 
gives you goosebumps. 

“Faith did a fantastic run leg, 
nearly breaking the four hour 
mark for the marathon. 

“I put a lot of effort into the bike 
to record a good split time but 
suffered a bit on the run. 

“The finish line is unbelievable, 
you run into a stadium, full of 
cheering people and we will cher¬ 
ish the memories forever.” 

Faith will now be switching her 
attention to the aquathlon (swim/ 
run) and aquabike (swim/bike) 
where she will be representing 
Team GB in late October in Ibiza, 
while Paul will be turning out for 
Team Ireland in the Half Ironman
